President Roosevelt Extends Sym- 


pathy and Volunteers Gov- 


ernment Help. 


Boston, April 14.—One of the most 


serious problems that developed to- 
day as a result of the.Chelsea fire was 
the reuniting of families separated 
during the confusion of the conflagra- 
tion. A canvass of the refugees has 
revealed the astonishing fact that the 
cities of Boston and Chelsea have in 
their care nearly 200 children who 
cannot find their parents. 
Most of 


them are under ten years. All refu- 
gees were comfortably sheltered and 
fed last night. 
About $250,000 in 


money and supplies has already been 
donated, besides many private gifts. 
The city of Chelsea 
will 
probably 


issue $1,000,000 in bonds to clear the 
streets and renew the public buildings. 


Boston, April 14—From the em- 


* bers of Sunday's conflagration in 


Chelsea there arose a well organized 
movement for aid and relief of the 
10,000 homeless, a counting of the 
cost by insurance companies, whose 
representatives placed their losses at 
$3,500,000, and a determination bj 
the city authorities to rebuild the 
350 acres swept .by the flames, where 
stood before the flre property valued 
of nearly $6,000,000. 


•No further deaths are reported to- 


day, and of the injured persons taften 
to the various hospitals, 
only two 


•were Relieved to be in a critical con- 
dition-. The three bodies which werr 
taken to the morgue in Boston lasi 
night remained unidentified today.

Chester, Pa., April 14.—After a vio- 


lent car-smashing and head-bruising 
riot early "yesterday morning, and an- 
other last, night, necessitating the^dis- 
persing of an incited crowd and" the 
clubbing and injury of a number of 
men, women and 'children, 'conditions 
reached such a critical state in a 
strike of the Chester Traction com- 
pany's 1500 irolleymen 
that 
Mayor 


Johnson ordered 
all 
hotels . "and 


saloons' to close their bars. 


Crowds'" from all sections of 
the 


city collected last evening in the vi- 
cinity of the car barn of the traction 
company at Fourteenth street and 
Edgemont avenue, and for two squares 
to -the B. •& O. .railroad, there was a 
mass of eixcited people. A company 
of the state constabulary, .hurriedly 
brought here from, the iReading bar- 
racks, rode into the crowd and tried 
lo break it up. A'serious riot ensued, 
and as there was much ill feeling be- 
tween the local police and the state 
troopers it was finally necessary to 
call out the fire department companies. 
All of them responded and turned 
their hose on .rioters and police alike, 
effectually clearing the streets. In the 
fighting the following were injured: 


(Lewis Bun, lacerated hand; not ser-

struck by a state constable.

the feet by horses's hoofs. 


After the firemen arrived the troops 


took to a back street and remained 
there. One of the privates of the po- 
lice was shot at, but the bullet went 
wide of the mark. 


State Senator Sproul addresed the 


crowd, advising that all go home, and 
urged the police to rope off the street. 
Trouble is feared today when an at- 
tempt wil be made to operate the cars. 


The strike is the result, of a. reduc- 


tion of the men's wages from 18 1-2 
cents to 16 2-3 cents per hour. 


There is much indignation because 


of the interference of the state police 
in the strike, and many inauirles were 
made as to who is responsible for 
calling them here. Captain Groome, 
chief of the constabulary, is quoted 
as saying that Chief ot Police Pen- 
nington was responsible; but the 
chief denies the allegation, and the 
trolley men assert that President 
John A. Rigg of the United Transpor- 
tation company, of which the Chester 
Traction company is an auxiliary, is 
the responsible person.
